San Francisco, @al., Sept. 11.—[Special.j— 
There was much excitement here this after- 
noon when the lookout at Point Lobes re- 
ported a Russian cruiser entering port. It 
proved to be the converted cruiser’ Lena, di- 
rect from Viadivostok, and it put in here, ac- 
cording to Capt. Benlinsky, because its boll- 
ers were so defective as to make the vessel 
practically unseaworthy. It will be disman- 
tled and may remain here a month. The 
ship is under command of Capt. Benlinsky, 
and carries 24 guns, 488 men, and 16 officers. 


Called by Russian Consul. 

Commander Rytschagoff, who speaks Eng- 
lish, gave the following explanation of its 
presence here: 

“About three weeks ago the Lena was 
ordered to proceed from Viadivostdk to 
San Francisco, in response to an urgent 
| request from the Russian consul general 
at San Francisco that a war vessel be ent 
Here. What the reason for his request was 
I do not know, but tonight the captain 
is to have a conference with him. We came 
by the great northern circle, passing the 
Aleutian islands, but we are out of. coal, 
and the boilers are in such a terrible con- 
dition that they must be thoroughly over- 
hauled before we can go to sea again. 

“I understand that the ship will de dis- 
mantied, and it may be necessary to re- 
main here a whole month before the repairs 
are finally completed. * 


Says Ship Needs Repairs. 

Capt. Berlinsky, who officially declares the 
Lena to be a transport, states that its en- 
gines and boilers are in need of repairs. Aft- 
er pasing quarantine the Lena anchored off 
the Union Iron works, where it now lies. 

Immediately after the Lena dropped an- 
chor in the bay Capt. Berlinsky left the war 
ship, but the object of his visit ashore was not 
announced. Anf officer of the cruiser, how- 
ever, stated that the Lena left V — 
on a cruising expedition, hoping 
some of the transpacific vessels 
contraband of War.

Vessel a Fast One.

Will Be Allowed to Repair. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—{Special.]— 
The United States government will allow 
the Lena to make the repairs necessary to 
enable it to proceed to its destination. In- 
ternational law provides that when a dis- 
abled belligerent vessel enters a neutral port 
it is given a short time; twenty-four hours 
generally, in which to make repairs, coal, and 
secure a supply of provisions to enable it to 
reach another port. 

There is no question about such privileges 
being granted-a warship or a transport. In 
the present case it is scarcely likely that 
there will be any discussion over the matter, 
as the Lena is far removed from the scene 
of hostilities and no Japanese warship is in 
pursuit of the Russian vessel.

VERDICT IS WAGECUI 


Arbitration Board Settles the 
Troubles of 20,000 Men. 


SIDES WILL ACCEPT. 


Republic Iron and Steel Company and 
Employes Involved. 


Victory for employers was the outcome of 
the conciliation’ plan of adjusting wage die- 
ferences, given its first great trial in Chicago 
by the Republic Iron and Steel company and 
its 20,000 skilled union employés at Ashta- 


Both sides accepted the decision, announced 
yesterday, thus making the second notable 
settlement by direct arbitration within the 
The united mine workers last 
April adjusted their wage differences with 
their employers in the same manner and re- 
newed their trade agreements. 


Wages Reduced 2 to 13 Per Cent. 
The members of the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation of Steel and Iron Workers employed by 
the Republic company were forced to submit 
to a reduction in wages. The decrase in pay 


The award was made after an all night 
session at the Sherman house, following a 
two days’ argument by conference commit- 
tees from the company and the union. Col. 
H. I. Martin of Ironton, O.; Benjamin Davis 
ef Birmingham, Ala. and H. W. Heedy of 
Youngstown, O., composed the board.

JAPANESE LOST 17,539 MEN. 

TOKIO, Sept. 11, 6 p. m.—An approxima- 

tion of the Japanese casualties in the battle 
of Liaoyang, based upon reports of the chiefs 
Of the medical corps of the three Japanese 
mies, was concluded today. It covers the 
Sighting from Aug. 26, and shows that the 
wapanese killed and wounded amount to 
27,539 men, divided as follows: 
In the right army, under the command of 
Gen. Kuroki, 4,866 men; in the center army, 
under the eommand of Gen. Nodzu, 4.992 
men; and in the left army, under the com- 
and of Gen. Oku, 7,681 men. These casu- 
i@ities include 136 officers killed and 464 offi- 
ters wounded. 

The fact that the army of Gen. Oku sus- 
“tained the heaviest losses is accounted for by 
Its assaults upon the Russian defenses to the 
‘pouth of Liaoyang. 


Estimate Russian Loss at 25,000. 

Telegraphic reports received here today 

from the headquarters of the Manchurian 
army declare the Japanese to be in full pos- 
Session of the Yentai coal mines, estimate the 
Russian losses up to thé fall of Liaoyang at 
over 25,000 men, and give additional details 
Sf the disposition of the Russian forces 
Ground Liaoyang during the battle. 

The estimate of losses does not include 
those suffered by the Russians in the rear- 

‘guard actions fought after the evacuation of 
Liaoyang. 

Prisoners and others affirm that the Rus- 
Sian losses between the retreat from Anshan- 
shan and the fina! fallo oyang amounted 
to over 25,000 men.

MUST RETAKE LIAOYANG. 

LONDON, Sept. 12, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Mail's Sinmintin correspondent, cabling un- 
der date of Sept. 11, says: e 

“Gen. Kouropatkin has returned to Muk- 
Gen after inspecting the fortifications at Tie 
pass, work on which is not well advanced, 
but which is being hurried along. At the 
game time dangers and costly efforts to delay 
the Japanese advance are being made. 

“TI learn from a Russian source that this 
is the outcome of the emperor's orders, and 
that the emperor even peremptorily com- 
manded Kouropatkin to retake Liaoyang. 

“There is no abatement in the retreat of 
the Russian troops northward. The noise 
of a fierce artillery engagement was heard 
south of Mukden Friday night. 

“The whole line of retreating Russians 
when within five miles southeast of Mukden 
were attacked by Japanese marksmen, who 
Were invisible amid the millet. The Russian 
troops sent to Tapingshen retreated with 
heavy loss.

Twelve Terrible Days. 

The Morning Post's correspondent in the 
field with Gen. Kuroki describes the opera- 
Mons against Llaoyang as twelve days of the 
7 hardest possible fighting and marching on 
short rations, with a temperature of 100 de- 
grees in the shade, and frequent falls of rain.

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TIGHTEN LINES 
‘AT PORT ARTHUR. 
Japanese Drawing Closer to 
Main Forts and Renewed 
Assault Is Expected. 


RUSSIANS ON THE ALERT. 


Use Every Means Possible to 
Hamper and Retard Prep- 
arations of Enemy. 


CHEFOO, Sept. 11.—According to the 
latest news received here from Port Arthur 
the Russians on Sept. 4 shelled the Japanese 
covered trenches in front of Palichuang and 
destroyed them. Everything was quiet 
along the entire line during the night of 
Sept. 4, but in the morning it was seen that 
the Japanese outposts had crept closer into 
the Russian lines. 25 

Barking Dogs Prevent Raid. 

One small Russian scouting party succeed- 
ed in creeping close to the Japanese intrench- 
ments on Corner mountain, but the barking 
of dogs gave the alarm and prevented a fur- 
ther advance. Japanese reserves poured into 
the intrenchments and opened fire on the 
Russians, but a shell from a Russian battery 
landed in the trench and killed many of the 
Japanese soldiers, and the remainder re- 
tired. 

This enabled the Russians to occupy the 
trench until dawn. The trench evidently was 
unimportant, for the Japanese made no at- 
tempt to retake it, and the Russian scouts 
withdrew shortly after daybreak. 

On Sept. 6 a small body of Japanese troops 
captured some outpost trenches on High hill. 


Death for Japanese Failure. 

The Port Arthur Novikrai in a recent issue, 
declares that a Japanese colon! has been 
executed because he failed to occupy a cer- 
tain position on Corner hill within a specified 
time 


that a Japanese torpedo boat struck a mine 
fourteen miles southeast of the harbor and 
sank, and that on the day afterethis occur- 
rence the Japanese cruiser Itsukushima also 
was damaged by a floating mine. 


Troops Control o Bays. 

A Chinese, who left Arthur the night 
of Sept. 6, arrived here today and reports 
that Japanese troops to the number of 5,000 
control Louisa bay, to the northwest of Port 
Arthur, and that the Japanese are in control 
also of Pigeon bay, to the west of Port 
Arthur. 

He says the Japanese are making use of a 
balloon, which he describes as a cigar shaped 
affair, with a car suspended, and says that 
a kat foreigner, wearing a mustache,” runs 
the balloon. 

The Japanese intrenchments line the hills 
in every direction, and reinforcements are 
constantly arriving from Port Dalney. The 
Japanese hospitals at Port Dalny are filled 


with wounded and transports are engaged 


in removing the wounded men to Japan 
fast as possible. 


Small Fights Are Frequent. 

The story of the happenings before Port 
Arthur of the last ten days, according to the 
Novikrai, is one of bombardments, outpost 
clashes, and reconnoitering exploits. Copies 
of the Novikrai, dated Sept. 5, 6, and 7, were 
recived here today and are devoted almost 
exclusively to a recital of the details of these 
occurrences. 

Russian activity on the northeast front, 
which includes Rihlungshan and Kikwan- 
shan, is noted by the paper and the inference 
is drawn that an attack in that quarter is 
expected. The bombafdments of the Pali- 
chiuang fort, which is only 300 yards from 


‘Rihlungshan, are frequent. The Russians 


are trying desperately to retard the further 
strengthening of this position. 


Heroic Death of a Japanese. 

The Novikrai of Sept. 5 relates a heroic 
sacrifice of life by a Japanese who, it was 
believed, attempted to blow up a wall behind 
which the Russians waited. The Japanese 
soldier calmly left Redoubt 1, carrying 
two boxes and deliberately marched toward 
the Russians, who suffered him to approach. 
When he was quite near sharpshooters killed 
him. On investigation it was found that the 
boxes he carried contained lyddite with fuses 
carefully affixed. 


CRUISER ASKOLD IS RETIRED. 


Russian Warship Goes Into Inner Har- 
bor and Crew Will Remain with 
It Until War Is Ended. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 11.—The Russian pro- 
tected cruiser Askold, completely repaired, 


painted, and gilded, but with no bunting ; 


whatever showing, proceeded to its berth in 
retirement in the upper harbor yesterday. 
There were three courses proposed for the 
disposition of the crews of the Askold and 
the torpedo boat destroyer Grozovoi, also 
held in retirement. One was to distribute 
them among the chief treaty ports, which 
was first accepted and then rejected. The 
second was to intern them in the Chinese 


| forts at Kiangning, on the Yangtse river, 


and the third was that they should remain 
on board the disarmed warships. 

The Japanese government has accepted 
the third and final proposition. 


PANIC IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY. 


Follower of John Kensit, the Anti- 
Ritualist, Explodes Cracker at 


Morning Services.

LONDON, Sept. 11.—In the middle of the 
service in Westminster abbey this morning 
the kneeling congregation was alarmed by 
a series of explosions resembling the dis- 
charge of a revolver. A rush for the doors 
followed. The vergers discovered a large 
firecracker and a damaged piece of paper on 
which was writing sufficiently legible to 
show that the perpetrator of the outrage 
was a fanatical follower of the late John 
Kensit, who, during the latter years of his 
life, carried on a campaign against ritualistic 
practices in the church. No damage was 
done, and the congregation was soon re- 
seated.

SCIRNTIST TURNS GRITIC 


SIR WILLIAM RAMSAY STYLES 
AMERICANS SLOW. 


Eminent English Chemist Declares 
Business Men and Others on This 
Side of the Atlantic Are Negligent in 
Aiding Research—Thinks Germans 
Lead World—Possibilities of Radium 
Are Discussed—New Problem in 
Mauufacture of Food Products. 


New York, Sept. 11.— [Special. I— The re- 
freshing information that American manu- 
facturers are too slow as compared with 
their German and English rivals comes from 
Sir William Ramsay, foremost chemist of 
the day. His present visit to America is 
the first in twenty years. Tomorrow he 
starts for the west with a distinguished 
gathering of foreign scientists to. explore 
and investigate under the pilotage of the 
New York section of the Society of Chem- 
ical Industry. Sir William is in favor of 
a wider scope for students in chemistry. 

„Manufacturers and business men of 
America are not sufficiently alert to take ad- 
vantage of the recent discoveries of science,” 
he deciared after a visit fo the great chem- 
ical works in and around New Tork. The 
majority of them do not make it a practice 
to read scientific journals or to familiarize 
themselves with the latest trend of scien- 
tific thought. English manufacturers are 
far ahead of American in this respect, and 


Germany shows a clean pair of heels to both.” 


Future of Radium Mystery. 
On the subject of radium, on which he is 


authority, Sir William said: 


“All previous calculations in science are 
likely to be upset by radium. We may soon 
be compelled to revise some of the theories 
of physics that are now regarded as cardinal. 
Nobody can tell. The future open to the dili- 
gent laboratory student is fraught with mys- 


teries. One thing is certain—nobody is likely 


to discover a mine of radium. Some state- 
ménts made about the quantity of, that 
precious substance in existence are absurd. 

“TI do not suppose there is one-tenth of an 
ounce of radium in the whole world. If you 
can imagine getting that amount of radium 
together, it would supply more energy than 


250 tons of dynamite. 


Problem in Food Manufacture. 


“ One of the new problems chemical science 


may decide to attack is the manufacture of 


foods. Prof. Fischer of Berlin is now work- 


ing on an albuminal substance resembling 


the white of an egg. 
There is room for experiments in the dis- 
posal of sewage from large cities by a chem- 


feal process. You are not yet confronted 


with this great problem in America so seri- 
ously as we are in England. We are experi- 
menting over there with the filtration process 


on an advanced scale. Heretofore we bave 


been handicapped by lack of definite laws 
concerning the pollution of rivers. 

Danger from carburetted gas or water 
gas being too freely mixed with illuminating 
gas for purposes of economy is another pub- 
lic danger in municipalities, and offers a 
field for scientific research.“ 7 


TEN MISSIONARIES KILLED 
BY NATIVES IN NEW GUINEA. 


Massacre of Roman Catholic Priests, 
Brothers, and Nuns Takes Place in 
German Protectorate. | 


BRISBANE, Queensland, Sept. 11.—News 
has been received from German New Guinea 
saying that natives attacked the Roman 
Catholic mission and murdered Fathers 
Raschen and Ruttar, Brothers Bley, Plar- 
schaert, and Schellekens, and Sisters Sofia, 
Agatha, Annie, Agnes, and Angella. 

Thirty-six natives were captured and six- 
teen of them were executed for the crime. 

The design of the natives was to murder 
all the whites, but this was frustrated. 


New Guinea, including Long island, Dam- 
pier island, and some smaller islands of the 
archipelago north of Australia, in 1898 had a 
population of 110,000. In the German pro- 
tectorate there were fifty-eight Europeans. 
There were three protestant and two Roman 
Catholic missionary societies at work among 
the natives.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
Eight persons were drowned in the Delaware 
river tonight when the steamer Columbia 
ran down the launch Crickett, cutting it in 
two amidships. The twelve passengers were 
thrown into the water. Four were rescued 
by the crew and passengers of the Columbia.

The occupants of 
the Cricket were hurled high fn the air by the 


impact, and a majority fell into the water 


several feet from the boats. 

Thomas Dunn had managed to reach the 
side of the launch. He found his wife 
struggling in the water a few feet away, 
and saved her as she went down for the 
last time by grasping her hair. 

Those on the launch say the lights were 
burning, but the Columbia's crew say they 
saw none.

MASKED BANDITS HOLD UP 
FAST TRAIN IN DOMINION. 


Express Safe on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Is Dynamited and $7,000 
Obtained by Robbers. 


Vancouver. B. C., Sept. 11.—- [Special. 
Four masked bandits held up and robbed the 
Canadian Pacific transcontinental express 
train near Missouri Junction, forty-three 
miles from this place, at half past 9 o’clock 
last night. 

Covering members of the train crew with 
revolvers they compelled them to uncouple 
the mail and express cars from the remainder 
of the train and run ahead two miles. 

Then the mail car was looted, and the ex- 
press messenger was forced to hand over 
valuables not in the safe. 

Next the robbers dynamited the safe, from 
which they took $7,000. 

All the registered mail was carried away. 

After accomplishing their purpose in a 
most expeditious manner, the robbers or- 
dered the engineer to uncouple from the two 
cars and proceed up the track with them. 
Two miles farther on, at Frazier river, they 
got off the locomotive and took to the bush. 
It is believed they crossed the river in a 
boat. General Manager McNicoll wires from 
Montreal that he has heard arrests have 
been made, but gives no details.

Saturday morning the man was in the same 
position, and the night clerk at the Plan- 
ters’ hotel next door said he had not moved 
a particle all night, although at one time it 
was raining. At noon Mr. Miner called the 
attention of a policeman to the man, but the 
patrolman said he had no right to interfere. 

The man kept standing still. Finally, 
shortly before midnight Saturday night,, Mr. 
Miner told Policeman Sloan of the man’s 
peculiar lack of action and an ambulance 
was summoned: from St. Vincent's hospital. 

The ambuiance surgeon said his opinion 
was the man was suffering from muscular 
catalepsy, a malady which, he said. was not 
often encountered by the medical profession.

person's muscles to remain rigid ten days or

LOCAL TRACKS | 
Effect of the Crusade Against 


Washington Park Has 
Been Felt. 


ATTENDANCE FALLS OFF. 


Fortnight More of Sport at Haw- 
thorne and Harlem; Then 
Worth. 


There is only a fortnight more of racing 
at Hawthorne and Harlem, after which 
Worth's thirty-one day meeting comes as 
the windup of the season. There is racing 
at Hawthorne ail this week and next Monday, 
then Harlem finishes out the five days of next 
week. This peculiar division of dates is a 
part of the rearrangement made negessary 
by the interruption of the meeting at Wash- 
ington park. 

The close of the local season this year will 
cause less regret than has attended the end- 
ing of the sport in any other season. It has 
been a year of retrograding instead of ad- 
vancing in western turf matters. Not that 
the racing around Chicago has been poor, 
and especially not that it has been attended 
by scandal, for the season has been freer of 
talk of this kind and in in-and-out running of 
the horses than any other season known to 
the history of Chicago racing. But the shut- 
ting up of Washington park was a black eye 
to the sport. Attended, as it was, by the more 
or less sincere crusade against bandbooks, 
and an exceptiofial agitation that engaged the 
public mind for months, the general effect 
was to alienate many people who had just be- 
gun to grow interested in racing. As a result 
racing cannot be said to have grown in Chi- 
cago this year. While the attendance dur- 
ing the spring months, before the agitation 
was started, was greater than ever before 
at that time of the year, it has not been as 
large during July and August as it was last 
season or the year before during those 
months, 

St. Louis has had the best year of racing in 
the history of the sport there, but this is due 
to the exceptional stakes offered in honor of 
the world’s fair, and not to causes that wil) 
continue. In general, the St. Louis turf out- 
look Is not good. 

New winter tracks are hele built at both 
New Orleans and Hot Springs, but they were 
not needed at either place, although an or- 
ganization in good hands at New Orleans 
might have been a benefit to the turf there. 
As it is no benefit is going to accrue to the 
turf from the new tracks at either Hot 
Springs or New Orleans. In addition to these 
tracks it is promised that a winter outlaw ”’ 
meeting will be run at Newport. It goes 
without saying that this will be an eyesore. 
In general, therefore, the season of 1904 is 
hardly likely to pass on record as a bright 
one in turf annals, so far as the west is con- 
eerned. 

In the far west—in California—the situation 
is a little brighter. Well conducted meetings 
are apparently in store at both San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 

Four stakes are to be decided in the seven 
days at Hawthorne, the feature today being 
the Excelsior at nine furlongs. Only four 
are carded to start in the regular overnight 
entries—Judge Himes, Prince Silverwings, 
Miss Crawford, and The Lady—but last night 
it was said Fonsoluca and Brancas might be 
added.

It Stalwart had been named he would prob- 
ably have carried the confidence and money of 
the public, as he is the best long distance horse 
in the east today, having beaten Ort Wells, 
Broomstick, Major Datngerfield, Africander, and 
others over the tiresome route. He won the an- 
nual Champion stakes so easily that many were 
inclined to stamp him the best horse of the year, 
but that, perhaps, would be stretching the point 
a trifle. 

That he is the champion colt of his age there 
seems little room for doubt, but whether he could 
take the measure of the peerless Beldame, queen 
of the 3 year old fillies, in a long distance race is 
an open question. Beldame’s victory over Ort 
Wells last week was so impressive that she was 
pronounced a phenomenon. Beldame will also be 
an absentee from the Brighton cup affair. 

But the absence of Stalwart and Beldame does 
not mean the Brighton cup will not afford an 
interesting race. W. B. Leeds’ colors will be 
carried by either Major Daingerfield or Hurst- 
bourne, probably the former, in view of. his good 
race in the Annual Champion, when he defeated 
Broomstick for second money. On the strength 
of this performance the erratic Major will prob- 
ably be heavily backed to win, but it Is safe 
betting he will have tough customers to beat, 
ircluding the slowly improving McChesney. 

Tt is a matter of fact that McChesney has been 
gradually prepared for the cup race, and that 
Trainer Frank Taylor will have him as fit as 
human hands can get him when he faces the 
starter next Saturday. In the race last week Big 
Mac, though left at the post, ran with much of 
his old fire and vim, and ran fourth a scant 
length outside the money. This performance was 
sufficient guarantee that MoChesney is coming 
to hand, and that in the cup race he will be worth 
a bet.

From the above 
record it will be seen that imp. Bella Donna 
is a remarkable mare. Beldame's earnings 
on the season so far foot up $40,260, and this, 
added to her winnings as a 2 year old in 
1903, puts her dam in that royal list of brood- 
mares the produce of which have won §100,- .
